Most students do not follow the daily 
papers, and not too many listen to news commentators regu- 
larly. For juniors or seniors, however, there are current 
periodicals. Most of them are used from pure necessity ; there 
is the general feeling that they are dry and dull. 

To many of us, the last war was merely an inconvenience 
of daily life7 Perhaps members of the family were temporari- 
ly separated, and there was not as much meat and sugar as 
before. Still, we were spared bombed towns, burned homes, 
entire families being wiped out, hunger, and invasion. We 
continued to go to school, to the movies, to church, while 
many young people used their minds to connive guerilla 
work, or risked their lives as spies. 

We won the war. Yet we, as a nation which is trying to 
lead other nations, are forgetting all this. 

The question of relief for Europe comes up under the 
Marshall Plan. First we think of politics and the taxpayers, 
forgetting the ravaged countries’ need The average person 
feels that he was patriotic during the war, but now that it’s 
over, he’s tired of it, and wants to forget. But we can’t 
forget! We may say, “Well, what has this to do with 
Gould?” Our future, in fact, whether we have a future or 
not, depends upon decisions being, made right now. It is 
our duty to know about these things. Before long we will 
be voters.
